a rathr-r unusual anniversary. It 
just C,J years since he came to DBCL 
t > live atid E. MoClellan is the onli 
man now living who was in Decatu 
when ilr. Johnson came here. 


Mr. Johnson said to a reporter 


evening: "It w.-w just 63 years 
today that I carno to Decatur wit] 
niy father, Benjamin Johnson, froi 
Kentucky. There were probably 
people in tho place at that time but 
would rather live here then than 
would now. Everything was differeni 
then and I believe I liked it boti 
even with the hardships. I do cat 
think that there is any building in th 
city now that was standing at tk 
time excepting the old court hoi 
which is now at 
Fairlawn par]

Abe Lincoln would come hero as 
attorney in different cases.

occej my attorney in a law *suit I hi 
about a town lot. I was poor thei 
and bad just one $5 bill in my pocke 
I told Lincoln I would give him

'ourt. Lincoln smiled and said tha' 
we were all poor together and hi 
would not charge me. That was 
th< 


kind of a man ho was. 


'I waa asked recently to settle tj 


question as to the time when Lincoli 
lived In Decatnr. Ho never lived i 
this city but resided on <a farm sevei 
miles west of here and often came 
town and made his first speech here. 
The people were better then than the; 
ore now. Most everyone was hoiiesi 
and all were ready to help each other. 
If yon went to a stock sale everybod; 
in the crowd that knew you was will-| 


j to go on your note. And stock i 


those days sold cheap, cows at $8 andj 
$10 and horses at $13 and $15, and the; 
were good horses, better than we have 
now. 
We would ride those horses for 


hours chasing wolves and it would) 
not hurt them. The county gave 
bounty of $2.50 per scalp fir killing' 
wolves aud some would moke big 
money at it. " 


For aorne years after he came to De- 


catnr Mr. Johnson followed various 
hues of business and then went on a 
larm to live. The farm, which Mr. 
Johnson recently sold, is located three 
miles northwest of the city and on it 
ho resided for 30 years. About six 
years ago he came to the city to resida 
Mr. Johnson has seven children and 
nine grandchildren. When asked what 
business he followed Mr. Johnson said: 


From the time I first came to Deca- 


tnr I did everything there was to do 
excepting preach. I never preached 
aud I was never in jail or state's 
prison. 
I was never 
intoxicated, 


although I have kept good whiskey in 
my house like other medicine. I have 
always teen careful about 
eating- 


Although I am in my Slst year I am 
itill in excellent health excepting that 
; suffer 
doafuess caused by being 


jtrnck by a train several years ago. I 
put up promptly every morning and 
retire at 9 at night, so that by being 
regular I reserve my good health." 


Although a religions man Mr. John- 


son does not belong to any church. 
Ho says that people don't preach lite 
they used to so he stays away from 
church and has the Bible read to him 
every night and says that he tries to 
live up to it as he understands it. 
Mr. Johnson is au unusual man in I 
several respects.

I think the Missionary 
Signal has done some good work ye 
believe that more good will be accom 
plished by tUe publication of the mis 
sionary matter in the Ohnrnh Advo 
cate. I therefore think the recom 
mendation of the board of publioatio 
that the Signal be discontinued a wis 
one.

were present There was a display of 
gorgeous native toilets, and many 
jewels were worn. The array of hand- 
some women surprised the Americans. 
There was a long program of Ameri- 
can and Filipino dances, followed by 
the rendition of several instrumental 
selections, closing with "The Star 
Spangled Banner.''

and the President Today,

•WASHINGTON, Juno 8. —The Span- 


ish minister was received today at the 
white house, simultaneously in Mad- 
rid, if the program is carried oat, 
Bellamy Storer, the'new United States 
minister to Spain, is being presented 
to Queen Christina. It was a notable 
occasion in the world's history—the 
resumption of friendly relations be* 
tweeu two nations which hare been at 
war, 
and in a brief straggle had 


changed the map of the world. The 
speeches here were especially notable. 
Ihey were plain spoken and devoid of 
the usual hazy diplomatic phraseology. 
The dnke waa*attired in his resplendent 
diplomatic uniform. 
Across his coat 


was a 
scarlet sash, on the breast 


sparkled the insignia of half a dozen 
orders. The president was cordial but 
dignified in his greeting. Ihe Due 
d'Arcos read his address in Spanish, 
He said: "ilr. President, I have the 
honor to place in your excellency 
bands the royal letter by which her 
majesty, the queen regent of Spain, 
iu the name of her august son, King 
Alfonso XIIL, acredits 
me to this 


government in the capacity of envoy 
extraordinary arid minister plenipoten- 
tiary. I have come to renew the rela- 
tions of friendship which existed from 
of old between Spain and the United 
States, aiid which were interrupted by 
the war of last year. The treaty of 
peace, which Spain has signed, put an 
end to that war, and now looking to 
the future Spain desires that her rela- 
tions with this republic 
may be 


friendly as in times past and from the 
days 
in which this country 
was 


straggling to gain its independence. 
It is my task to contribute to the re- 
newal of 
the best 
relations, 
to 


strengthen 
them 
and draw them 


closer, and in the discharge of it I 
hope to be aided by the kindness and 
co-operation of y.our excellency and 
your government" 


President MoKmley replied: "Mr. 


Minister, I receive with the greatest 
gratification the letter by which her 
majesty, the queen regent of Spain, 
in the name of her august son, King 
Alfonso XIIL, has accredited ycu to 
this govrenment as minister extra- 
ordinary and plenipotentiary. 
You 


will find, Mr. Minister, a cordial wel- 
come in this country, not only from 
those whose friendship you acquired 
during your former 
residence, but 


from all our people \\lio rejoice as I 
do at tlio renewal of the ancient bonds 
of amity which, with brief interrup- 
tion, united our nations for more than 
100 years. That those friendly rela- 
tions may be confirmed and etrength- 
eued to the advantage of both people 
is my earnest wish, and I can assure 
yon that every inpmber of tins gov- 
ernment will heartily co-operate with 
you to that desirable end."

SALTING NEW BORN BABES 


A Barbaroa. Ca»t»m Th«t I* Still I» 


Voane Amane Unenllslitened 


European*. 


"Salting" newly-born infants, a prac 


tice that dates far back to Biblical 
times, still obtains in many parts of the 
Old World. The Armenians in the Rus- 
sian government of Kriv-nn cover the 
whole surface of the babe's body with 
fine salt, especial care being taken with 
the interstices between the fingers and 
all depressions, such as the armpit and 
the bend of the kneo, so that no poinl 
shall remain unbalted. 


The unhappy Infant is left in the salt 


for three hours or longer, and is then 
bathed in warm water. 


The Armenians of some districts, 


hn\ing abandoned the practice, nre 
called the "unsaltecl," and ore despised 
by the others. 
The modern Greeks also sprinkle 


their babea vt ith salt. If an enlightened 
mother protests, the midviife is ready 
with the objection: "But if it isn't 
salted it will bo puny and will never 
amount to anything-." 


If this salting process ii carried to 


exocss the poor babes don't stand it nt 
all. The skin becomes as red as fire, 
the irritation is intolerable and the 
child dies in romulsions. Yet there is 
n. mountain tribe in Asia Minor that 
mercilessly salts its new-born babes for 
24 hours, which shows that the limits 
of human endurance are «iclc in some 
cases. This ancient custom is still in 
vogue in many parts of t Tmany, but 
the ritea are merely symuohcal. 
In 


one district a little salt is rubbed be- 
hind the child's ears; in others a pinch 
of salt is put on the tonpue or a little 
paper of Rait is inserted tinder the gar- 
ments. It g^es understanding, the 
people say, and wards off evil spirits. 


The action of salt in keeping meat 


sound, no doubt, is the reason that this 
strengthening and sustaining power 
was ascribed to it. The usaRO became 
common in pastern countries, and it 
«as not cntiiely confined to them. 
The prophet E/ckiel, refemng to the 
degeneracy 
of 
Jeiusalem, 
says: 


"Neither wast thou •«ashed in water 
to supple thee; thou wast not salted at 
ill, nor swaddled at all." To many 
oriental tribes this means a grave 
emission ol parental duty.—Cincinati 
Commercial Tribune.

Most people are accustomed to think 


of Quebec as being on the -very edge ol 
the arctic circle. As a matter of lact.i 
most of the great capitals of Europe 
are further north. London, for in- 
stance, is full 325 miles to the north of 
the Canadian city, while Glasgow is 
675 miles and St. Petersburg, 1,025 miles 
nearer the north pole. 
E\en Paris, 


which everyone considers as essential- 
y a southern city, is 150 miles further 
north than Quebec. Going westward 
from Quebec the same parallel parses 
near Duluth and just touches the 
mouth of the Columbia river, crossing 
the Pacific, it rests on the northern 
part of Japan and the more southerly 
points in Siberia. Following the same 
parallel in the eastward, it passes ne'ar 
Lyons In France and close to the bound- 
ary line between Switzerland and Italy 
—going far to the south of the German 
Empire, and across the southern partol 
Hungary. The difference of climate in 
Europe and Canada is of course a mat- 
ter for which the Gulf gtream is re- 
sponsible.— PhlladclphiaJPress.

lands -of the mouth of the Thames, 
when the tide is running fast during 
calm summer weather, multitudes of 
jelly fish may be seen floating just be- 
low the Surface. Some are no bigger 
than teacups, and they all have some 
curious marking* on the top, and move 
by contracting and expanding- the low- 
er part* of their bodies. 


Hour after hour these beautiful 


things float by, and their numbers are 
incalculable. If one is caught with 
the hands, the fingers usually perforate 
its jelly-like structure, and if it is 
placed on a board the creature seems to 
run away in the form of water. 


Now a great many of the larger 


kinds, when carefully examined, are 
found to have within their large stom- 
achs n small white shrimp with most 
beautiful emerald colored eyes. It was 
supposed that these shrimps formed 
the food of the jelly fish or medusae, 
as they are properly called, but care- 
ful investigation proved that these live- 
ly little creatures with beautiful eyes 
only exist in the large, medusae, and 
that they make the stomach of these 
wandering masses of animal jelly their 
home and larder. 


The shrimp soon dies if taken from 


its shelter, and specimens of it are 
never found swimming with the com- 
mon shrimps which live in the sea 
around our coasts. The shrimp lives at 
the expense of the jelly fish, and feeds 
upon some of the small creatures which 
are entangled by the peculiar structure 
of its mouth. 


The jelly fish floats along collecting 


food, and killing every small living 
thing that touches It* stinging body, 
whilst the shrimp enjoys itself and liv es 
inside, out of danger, and in great com- 
fort. 
The shrimp swims in and out, and 


is never harmed by the deadly poison 
of the wonderful sharp stings of the 
medusa, 


Xow the most wonderful part of the 


singular history is how the jelly fish 
and the shrimp come together. There 
are no jelly flsh in the winter and early 
spring, and the whole of them die m 
tho autumn, shrimps and all. Before 
dving the shrimp leaves the stomach 
of the jelly fish, and lays its eggs at 
the bottom of the shallow sea. 


The jelly fish lays thousands of tiny 


eggs, which being covered vnth small, 
movable hairs, row themselves into 
quiet, rocky nooks on the coast and 
settle down 
These eggs become ad- 


herent to pieces of shell or stone, and 
do not turn to jelly fishes any more 
than butterfly's egg turns to a butter- 
fly. 


A stem springs from them, and 


branches arise from it all covered with 
tiny cups, whose rims are crowned 
with small arms, called tentacles This 
is the first stage of a jelly fish's life 
Now the shrimp's egg hatches about j 
the same time as the stem just men- 
tioned begins to grow, and the young 
shrimp is not at all like the old one; 
it has a big head, a small body, and 
very long legs. In the first part of their 
existence the jelly flsh and the shrimp 
ore separate, and unlike what they 
subsequently turn to. As the warm 
weather comes on, the stem with its 
branches and cup-like ends begins to 
bud, and after awhile out of the buds 
spring lively jelly flsh, which soon 
swim off. About this time the young 
shrimp casts off its skin and grows 
into the form of the old one, and invari- 
ably seeks shelter in the stomach of the 
first young jelly fish it comes across 
in its swimming to and fro. 


This extraordinary circle of events 


goes on year after j ear, and the rea- 
son why the young shrimp should seek 
an animal totally unlike itself and very 
fatal to other shrimps is one of those 
things in nature that no one «an un- 
derstand. 


Ccitjunly no other kind of shrimp 


could live in the medusa's stomach. —
